N ag le was instructed by the Department 
of J ustice at W ashing ton to protect Mr 
J ustice Field, w hose life was threatened 
by J udg e Ferry.

that dutjr and to save J ustice Field from 
a murderous assault, Nag le shot and kill 
ed I crry. 
He was arrested for murder 
by the California authorities, but taken 
from them on a writ of habeas corpus 
granted by the United States circuit court, 
whi« h decided that the United States and 
not the State had jurisdiction, becam e 
Nag le was acting in an official capacity; 
that Nag le s act was justifiable and that 
he was entitled to discharg e. 
It is this 
decision which is now reaffirmed by the 
United Stales Supreme Court. The power 
of the federal g overnm ent to protect each 
and every or e of its officers in the dis­ 
charge of duty, which is thus declared, 
is broader than any ruling yet made af 
feeling the relations of the State and tin 
national g overnment, and its wisdom can 
not be disputed, how ever lawyers may 
divide over it.
